UVALDE — Proposed changes 
in the Minimum Foundation (Gil- 
mer-Aikin) school program under 
which Texas public education is 
financed were discussed by mem­ 
ber^ of 
the 
Southwest Texas 
School Men’s 
Association 
here 
Tuesday evening, April 19. 
The changes in the program 
are suggested in 
seven recom­ 
mendations to the State Board of 
Education by 
the 
Texas Re­ 
search League, a citizen-sponsor­ 
ed governmental 
research 
or­ 
ganization. The State Board re­ 
quested the League to make an 
evaluation of workings 
of the 
Foundation Program 
since its 
adoption in 1949. 
Glenn H. Ivy a research analyst 
of the League staff met with the 
school men. 
Strengthening of 
local school 
district structure by reorganiza­ 
tion of inadequate districts is the 
first of the recommendations. 
The survey report states that 
some of the essential character­ 
istics of effective school district 
structure are: 
1. A full twelve grade program 
of education in each district. 
2. Elementary school or schools 
large enough to use effectively 
at least one teacher for each 
grade and a high school w’ith an 
average of at least 75 pupils in 
each age group with a faculty of 
at least 12 teachers. 
3. Not over 45 minutes of travel 
one way 
between 
home and 
school for elementary pupils and 
not over one hour for high school 
students. 
4. A school 
in every active 
community. Elementary schools 
should serve small communities 
and 
neighborhoods, 
and 
high 
schools should serve larger com­ 
munities. 
The research 
report declares 
that inadequate 
school district 
organization 
causes 
lower at­ 
tendance because of drop outs 
by high school age youth, re­ 
stricted offerings of courses and 
related services, waste of teach­ 
ing manpower and unduly high 
costs per pupil. 
Another recommendation is that 
the support level of the Founda­ 
tion Program in each district be 
keyed to the number of children 
in attendance 
currently 
rather 
than the number in school dur­ 
ing the preceding year. The pres­ 
ent formula, based on the pre­ 
ceding year’s attendance, pen­ 
alizes rapidly growing districts 
and subsidizes districts with de­ 
clining population, it is contend­ 
ed. The survey suggests that one 
method of preventing further in­ 
justice would be to give districts 
the option of either using the 
present formula or . electing to 
compute foundation support levels 
at a flat amount per child in 
attendance based on the current 
level. 
A major recommendation of 
the report is 
that the 
State 
Board of 
Education undertake 
construction of a new index of 
property values to serve as the 
measure of the capacity of each 
school district 
to 
support its 
Foundations Program from local 
tax sources. The suggested index 
would replace the present Eco. 
nomic Index which the League 
study found defective in many 
respects. The proposed new in­ 
dex would not, however, mean 
state interference with local as­ 
sessors, since it would be only 
a statistical 
operation compar­ 
able to the calculation of the 
present Economic Index, 
t h e 
League’s report declares. 
Other 
recommendations 
pre­ 


sented to the State Board by the 
Research League are: (I) that 
the per capita apportionment of 
the Available School 
Fund be 
distributed on the basis of aver­ 
age daily attendance rather than 
on number of children counted 
in the scholastic census; (2) that 
the $100 credit per person on the 
school faculty and staff, granted 
local districts by the 1954 called 
session of the 
Legislature, be 
made a part of the cost of the 
Foundation Program, or be drop­ 
ped from the law; (3) that the 
reduction of the local share of 
the Foundation Program cost now 
given districts 
containing state 
and federal tax-exempt land be 
repealed, but not until the pro­ 
posed index of property values 
has been 
substituted 
for the 
Economic Index; and (4) that 
the scholastic census be taken 
every two years, 
rather than 
every year, and that results be 
reported to the Texas Education 
Agency by number of children 
I rather than by individual names.

To most people these objects 
represent an odd assortm ent of 
descriptive words. To Mrs, Mary 
Boehle of Hondo they afford a 
kaleidoscope of pleasure. 
The words are names of patch­ 
work quilt designs. 
Mrs. Boehle, 
who 
has been 
piecing quilt tops since she m ar­ 
ried in 1924, acquired the pas­ 
tim e because 
she 
thought the 
quilts fascinating. No one taught 
her the “how to.” 
In her parent’s 
home quilts 
never were pieced. 
“ We never had time; there was 
always so much work to do.” 
The energetic lady 
with the 
salt and pepper hair figured she 
had pieced and quilted four bed 
covers, quilted 
IO 
more 
and 
fashioned a comfort 
the 
past 
year. 
All this she did in her spare 
time. For her daily bread she 
packs eggs at a local hatchery. 
She also does 
housework and 
sewing. 
“ I make all my clothes and 
those of my daughter Frances,” 
s h e 
announced majestically, 
“ even our petticoats.” 
One of the most popular de­ 
signs is the double wedding ring. 
This pattern 
Mrs. Boehle can 
m ake in three sizes. It measures 
28!£ inches 
in 
diam eter. It’s 
about the size of a barrel top, 
and requires 16 circles 
to com­ 
plete. 
The middle-sized pattern takes 
30 circles 19 inches in diameter, 
each about the size of a dish­ 
pan. The sm allest pattern, using 
72 circles in 
a top, measures 
14Vfe inches 
in 
resem bles a nail keg in size. 
Mrs. Boehle’s pet is ‘Round the 
World,’ a simple design of many 
squares sewn into a striking box 
pattern. She pieced a top of this 
type for Frances, a high school 
senior, and liked it so well she 
made one for herself. 
Cutting and sewing the scraps 
for the top took three weeks. 
“That cuttin’ takes so long; 
there’s so many 
pieces,” the 
quiltmaker sighed. 
Other peculiar quilt names in­ 
clude Dresden plate, pie bow tie, 
nine patch, snowball, fan, bone, 
spool, friendship and “lots more,” 
Mrs. Boehle said. The ingenious 
lady originated two names. 
Intent on sewing a quality quilt, 
Mrs. Boehle used No. 40 thread 
to piece the tops. “ 
so it’s 
good and strong,” she advised. 
The tops are pieced on the ma­ 
chine. Mrs. Boehle explodes the 
belief that pieces won’t match 
if sewn by machine. Hers match, 
with every corner cheek to cheek. 
“ You have to watch, like every­ 
thing else. It takes time, but they 
hold better and are stronger.” 
A special 
thread, 
stiff and 
polished, is used for quilting. The 
cost is by the spool for quilting, 
but piecing expense goes accord­ 
ing to pattern. 
Quilting time means moving all 
the furniture from 
the Boehle 
bedroom to set 
up 
the quilt 
fram e. 
The 
rectangular struc­ 
ture is 8x9 feet, and is fashioned 
of 1x2 boards. 
Mrs. Boehle estim ates it takes 
her a half day to 
set 
up the 
fram e, place the quilt upon the 
fram e and 
spread 
cotton be­ 
tween the layers. 
Two pounds of cotton batting 
are generally needed to stuff a 
quilt. Some women prefer three 
pounds', but Mrs. Boehle avers 


| avid, but she had been entire­ 
ly calm.

FREEZING 


Q. How much fresh food should 
De put into 
a freezer 
to be 
frozen? 


A. It is important to plan to 
put no more unfrozen food into a 
freezer than will freeze within 
24 hours. Usually this will be 
about 2 or 3 pounds of food to 
a cubic foot of capacity. Over­ 
loading slows down the rate of 
freezing, and foods that freeze 
too slowly may lose quality or 
spoil. 


Q. Is there any way to quickly 
defrost a frozen block of ham­ 
burger? 


A. When you plan to use the 
ham burger in any combination or 
casserole dish (not as patties), 
place the block of ham burger in 
a pressure 
cooker. 
Cover and 
bring it just up to pressure and 
then down quickly. The meat is 
im m ediately ready for browning 
or adding to other ingredients.
